Ram Dayal of village Hodhansi District Morena formed 

gang of ducoits and kidnappers in 1970 . On the night 
of 26th November , 1970 , information was received by Shri 
Ram Kurut Tripathi that the gang of Ram Dayal was pre 
sent in village Bangits . Shri Tripathi immediately collocted 
force available and proceeded towards village Bangas with 
Shri Rain Charin Gurg and a Company Commander. A 
scheme to surround and search the village was preparcd by 
the Police Ollicers. As planned Shri Ram Kumar Tripathi 
und Slui Run Carin Gurg , alongwith their police party , 
proccelled 10 Search the houses in the village. After scarch 
ing a couple of houses when the police party reached a 
house where die gang was hiding, a dacoit opened fire on 
them . The police party immediately took cover and return 
ed the fire , The fring continued for nearly two hours in 
which four dacoits were shot dead . In the mean time, it 
was learn that the gang leader, Ram Dayal who was hiding 


in onc of the rooms in the upper storcy of the building had 
been able to shoot his way out through a gate in the cordon 
and had llcd towards a nсarby village . On learning ibis , 
Shri Ram kuiar Tripathi left a guard of one Head Cons 
table and four Constables in villages Bangus and proceeded 
with the remaining police party to the neighbouring village . 
When the police purity were searching the houses in the 
neighbouring village, Shri Tripathi was informed by a 
villager that the dacoit had jumped in the court- yard of his 
house and had shut himself in a room , Shri Tripulbi rush 
ed to the hide - out of the dacoit and surrounded it. Tho 
dacoit started firing at the Police Party through a gap bet 
ween the rool and the wall by standing on cot lying in the 
room . Some greludes were thrown in that room through 

yup between the wall and the roof, but no uscful purpose 
was served . Shri Tripathi then asked the police party to 
keep tbe dacoit engaged by firing in the room and he, along 
with Shri Ram Charan Garg , crawled into the court- yard 
of the houso . A hole was made in the wall of the room 
with a T . M . C . burst. Alter some exchange of fire tho 
dacoit was killed 

In this encounter, Shri Ram Kumar Tripathi and Shri Ram 
Charun Garg showed gallantry and initiative,

In May , 1971 , several raids were organised by the Pak 
Forces on the Indian Border Security Forces outpost on the 
South -West Indc -Pak Border of Assam . In the early morn 
ing of the 25th May, 1971, a raid was organised by the Pak 
Forces on the Killapara outpost from across Bughai Nala . 
Their intention also seemed to be to attack the Dalu out 
post. There were thirteen Border Security Force personnel 
in the Killapara area at the time of the attack . The attack 
was beaten back . It was further learnt that the Pak Forces 
were likely to attack Dalu outpost in that area. Shri B . S . 
Tyagi tried to get in touch with the Dalu outpost by tele 
phone , in order to warn them about the attack . Finding 
that the telephone wires were cut, he proceeded to Dalu in 
his vehicle , but the vehicle was damaged in the firing. Shri 
Tragi then 10ck a bicycle and came to Dalu under the cover 
of houses and the broken ground . The Pakistanis regrouped 
themselves and launched an attack at Dalu and Killapara . 
While fiftv Pak soldiers attacked the check - post, another 100 
soldiers were rresent in village Killapara and a number of 
Pakistanis formed up on the bank of the Bughai river. One 
company of the Pakistanis launched an attack on Killapara 
from the rear. The Border Security Force personnel con 
tinued firing from their trenches. Even though they were 
much less in number they fought hand to hand battle with 
the Pak Forces till they were overpowered and shot dead 

In this engrajinter, all the personnel mentioned above 
exhibited course of a high order , conspicuous bravery and 
devotion to duty and nine of them sacrificed their lives.

In the Srikakulam District the extremists committed a 
number of violent acts including murders and dacoities 
during the last three years . The area was declared as dis 
turbed under the Andhra Pradesh Suppression of Distur 
bances Act, 1948. On 10th July , 1970 , information was 
received by the Police that a gang of the extermists was 
moving on Bori Hills . Shri A . V Narasimha Rao passed 
on the information to the Deputy Superintendent of Police . 
He also collected the available police force and divided 
them into four raiding parties and started crawling up the 
Bori Hills from its Southern side. Another police party was 
deployed on the Northern side of the Hill to lay in ambush . 
When the police party on the Southern side of the hill started 
combing the area , they were suddenly attacked by about 30 
extremists from behind the rocks with bombs and gun fire . 
Shri Narasimha Rao received a pellet injury on his left 
forearm , but he remained undeterred and in disregard of 
the injury , he advanced with his men exchanging fire with 
the extremists in self- defence . Even though it was broad 
davlight yet the police could not see the extremists who 
were covered behind the rocks and dense jungle . Shri 
Narasimha Rao , moved from one position to another and 
killed an extremist. Shri Babu Rao was accompanying Shri 
Narasimha Rao in the combing operations on the Southern 
side of the Bori Hills . Because of intense firing by the 
extremists, it was not possible to stand up but Shri Babu 
Rao moved from one position to another and exposed him 
self to enemy s fire and killed another extremist . After 
their encounter with the Police on the Southern side of the 
Bori Hills , the extremists turned towards West and then to 
the North , where the police party was lying in ambush . 
On seeing the police the extremists attacked them with 
M . L . Guns. An encounter followed in which Shri Konda 
Rangaiah opened fire in standing position and exposed him 
self to the enemy fire and killed one extremist.

2 . The number of vacancies to be filled on the results 
of the examination will be specified in the Notice issued 
by the Institute of Secretariat Training & Management, 
Cabinet Secretariat (Department of Personnel ) . Re 
servations will be made for candidates belonging to 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes in respect of 
vacancies as may be fixed by the Government of India .

The regulations are also intended to provide guide lines to the 
medical examiners and a candidate who does not satisfy 
the minimum requirements prescribed in the regulations, 
cannot be declared fit by the medical examiners . However , 
while holding that a candidate is not fit according to tho 
Dorms laid down in these regulations, it would be permissi 
ble for a Medical Board to recommend to the Government 
of India for reasons specifically recorded in writing that bo 
may be admitted to service without disadvantage to Govern 
ment.

The candidate will be 
rejected if he suffers from any morbid conditions of 
oyes , eylids or contiguous structure of such a sort 
as to render or are likely at future date to render 
him unfit for service . 
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NOTE : ( 1 ) 

( a ) In respect of the Technical Services mentioned at A 
above, the total amount of Myopia (including the cylinder ) 
shall not exceed - 4 . 00 D . Total amount of Hypermetropia 
(including the cylinder ) shall not exceed + 4.00 D . 

( b ) In every case of myopia , fundus examination should 
be carried out and the results recorded . In the event of any 
pathological condition being present which is likely to be 
progressixç and affect the efficiency of the candidate , he sball 
be declared unfit . 
NOTE : ( 2 ) 

The testing of colour vision shall be essential in respect of 
the Technical Services mentioned at A above cxcept the Telo 
graph Engineering Service, Class I; and the post of Assistant 
Development Officer ( Engineering ) Class I. 

Colour perception should be graded into a higher and 
lower grade depending upon the sizo of aperture in the lantern 
as described in the table below : 


(i ) 6 / 6 distant vision and J1 near vision with or without

NOTE ( 7 ) Contact Lenses, During the medical examina 
tion of a candidate , the use of contact lenses is not to be

NOTE ( 8 ) . It is necessary that when conducting eye test, 
the illumination of the type lotters for distant vision should 
have an illumination of 15 foot- candles. 

Note ( 9 ) . It shall be open to Government to relax any one 
of the conditions in favour of any candidate for special 
reasons .

For the Railway Engineering Services (Civil, Electrical, 
Signal and Mechanical) and other Services connected with 
the safety of the public , higher grade of colour vision is 
cssential but for others lower grado of colour vision should 
bo considered suficient. 

Satisfactory colour vision constitutes recognition of signal 
red , green and white colours with ease and without hesita 
tion . Both the Ishihara s plates and Edridges Green lanter 
shall be used for testing colour vision . 

NOTE ( 3 ) Field of vision . The field of vision shall be 
tested in respect of all Services by the confrontation method . 
Where such test gives unsatisfactory or doubtful results the 
field of vision should be determined on the permeter . 

NOTE ( 4 ) Night Blindness.- - Night blindness need not be 
tested as a routine , but only in special cases . No standard 
test for the testing of night blindness or dark adaptation is 
prescribed . The Medical Board should be given the discretion 
to improvise such rough tests e. g ., recording of visual acuity 
with reduced illumination or by making the candidate recog 
niso various objects in a darkened room after ho has been 
there for 20 to 30 minutes . Candidate s own statements 
should not always be relied upon , but they should be given 
duo consideration , 

NOTE ( 5 ) For Central Engineering Services, the candidates 
may be required to pass the colour vision test and undergo 
tests for night blinddess when considered necessary by tho 
Medical Board , 

NOTE (6 ) Ocular conditions, other than visual acuity . 

( a ) Any organic disease or a progressivo refractive crror 
which is likely to result in lowering the visual acuity should 
be considered as a disqualification . 

(b ) Squint. – For Technical Services mentioned at A above 
where the presence of binocular vision is essential, squint, oven 
if the visual acuity is of the prescribed standard , should be 
considered as a disqualification . For other Services, the pre 
sence of squint should not be considered as a disqualification 
if the visual acuity is of the proscribed standard , 

( c ) If a person has one eye or if he has one eye which has 
normal vision and the other eye is ambylyopic or has subnor 
mal vision, the usual effect is that the person lacks stereos 
copic vision for perception of depth , Such vision is not necos 
sary for many civil posts . The medical board may recommend 
as fit, such persons provided the gormal oye has 


The Board will use its discretion regarding Blood Prossure . 
A rough method of calculating normal maximum systolic 
pressure is as follows : 

( i) With young subjects 15 — 25 years of age the average 

is about 100 plus the age. 
(ü ) With subjects over 25 years of ago the general rulo 

of 110 plus half the age seems quito satisfactory .. 
N .B . - As a general rule any systolic pressure over 140 
mm . and diastolic over 90 mm , should bo regarded as suspi 
cious and the candidate should be hospitalised by the Board 
before giving their final opinion regarding the candidate s 
fitness or otherwisc . The hospitalisation report should indi 
cate whether thç rise in blood pressure is of a transiçnt 
nature due to excitement etc . Or whether it is due to any 
organic disease . In all such cascs X - Ray and electrocardio 
graphic examinations of heart and blood urea clearance test 
should also be done as a routine. The final decision as to 
the fitness or otherwiso of a candidate will, however, rost with 
the Medical Board only , 

Method of taking Blood Pressure 
The mercury manometer type of instrument should be 
used as a rule . The measurement should not be taken with 
in fifteen minutos of any cxercise or excitement Provided 
the patient and particularly his arm is relaxed , he may be 
either lying or sittiny. The arm is supported comfortably at 
the patient s side in a more or less horizontal position , Tho 
arm should be freed from clothes to tho shoulder . The cuff 
completely deflated , should be applied with the middle of the 
rubber over the inner side of the arm , and its lower edge 20 
inch or two above the bend of the elbow . The following turos 
of cloth bandage should spread evenly over the bag to avoid 
bulging during inflation . 

The brachial artery is located by palpitation at the bend 
of the elbow and the stethoscope is then applied lightly and 
centrally over it below , but not in contact with the cuff, The 
cutf is inflated to about 200 m . m . Hg. and then slowly deflat 
ed . The level at which the column stands when soft succes 
sive sounds are board represents the Systolic Pressure . When 
more air is allowed to oscape the sounds will be heard to 
increase in intensity . The lovel at which tho well-board clear 
sounds change to soft muffled fading sounds represents the 
diastolic pressure . The measurements should be taken in a 
fairly brief period of time as prolonged pressure of the cuff 
is irritating to the patient and will vitiate the roadings. Re 
checking, if necessary , should be done only a few minutes after 
complete deflation of the cuff . (Somotinos , as the cuff is 
deflated sounds are heard at a certain level, they may dist 
appear as pressure fals and reappear at a still lowor lovel. 
This Silent Gap may cause error in reading ) .

the Board will refer the case to a specifled specialist in Medi

. The Medical Specialist will carry out whatever examinations. 

clinical and laboratory, he considers necessary including & 
standard blood sugar tolerance test and will submit his opinion 
to the Medical Board upon wbich the Medical Board will 
base its final opinion " it " or " unfit" . The candidate will not 
be required to appear in person before the Board on the 
second occasion , To exclude the effects of medication it may 
be necessary to retain a candidate for several days in hospital, 
under strict supervision . 

8 ( a ) A woman candidate who as a result of tests is found 
to be pregnant of 12 weeks standing or over , should be dec 
lared temporarily unfit until the confinoment is over . Sho 
should be re - examined for a fitness certificato six weeks after 
the date of confinement, subject to the production of a medical 
certificate of fitness from a registered medical practitioner. 
9 . The following additional points should be observed : 
( a ) that the candidate s hearing in each car is good and 

that there is no sign of disease of the car. In case 
it is defective the candidate should be got examined 
by the car specialist. 
Provided that if the defect in hearing is remediable 
by operation or by use of a hearing aid , a candidate 
cannot be declared unfit on that account provided 
be / she has no progressive discase in the ear . This 
provision is not applicable in the case of Railway 

Services and Military Engineer Services; 
( b ) that his /her speech is without impediment, 
( c ) that his /her teeth are in good order and that 

he / she is provided with dentures where necessary for 
effective mastication ( well filled teeth will be 

considered as sound ) ; 
( d ) that the chest is well formed and his chest expansion 

sufficient; and that his heart and lungs are sound ; 
( e ) that there is no evidence of any abdominal 

disease ; 
( f) that he is not ruptured ; 
(g ) that he does not suffer from hydrocele, a severe 

degree of varicocele , varicose , veing or piles; 
(h ) that his limbs, hands and feet are well formed and 

developed and that there is free and perfect motion 

of all his joints; 
( i) that he does not suffer from any inveterate skin 

disease ; 
(j) that there is no congenital malformation or defect ; 
( k ) that he does not bear traces of acute or chronic 

disease pointing to an impaired constitution ; 
(1) that he bears marks of efficient vaccination ; 
( m ) that he is free from communicable disease . 
10 . Radiographic examination of the chest should be done 
as a routine in all cases for detecting any abnormality of the 
heart and luges which may not be apparent by ordinary 
physical examination . 

When any defect is found it must be noted in the Certif 
cate and the medical examiner should state his opinion whether 
of not it is likely to interfere with the efficient performance 
of the duties which will be required of the candidate . 

NOTE . Candidates are warned that there is no right of 
appeal from a Medical Board, special or stapding, appointed 
to determine their fitness for the above Services. If how 
ever, Government are satisfied on the evidence produced be 
fore them of the possibility of an error of judgment in the 
decision of the first Board , it is open to Government to allow 
an appeal to a second Board . Such evidence should be sub 
mitted within one month of the date of the communication 
in which the decision of the first Medical Board is communi. 
cated to the candidate, otherwise no request for an appeal to 
A second Medical Board will be considered 

If any medical certificate is produced by a candidate as a 
piece of evidence about the possibility of an error of judge 
ment in the decision of the first Board , the cortificate will not 
be taken into consideration unless it contains a note by the 
medical practitioner concerned to the effect that it has been 


given in full knowledge of the fact that the candidate has 
already been rejected as unfit for service by the Medical 
Board , 

Medical Boards Report 
The following intimation is made for the guidance of tho 
Medical Examiner : 

1. The standard of physical fitness to be adopted should 
make due allowance for the age and length of sorvice , if any 
of the candidate concerned , 
No person will be deemed qualified for admission to the 

Public Service who sball not satisfy Government or 
the appointing authority as the case may be , that he 
has no disease constitutional affection or bodily 
infirmity unfitting him , or likely to unfit him for that 

service . 
It should be understood that the question of fitness in 

volves the future as well as the present and that one 
of the main objects of medical examination is to 
secure continuous effective service and in the case of 
candidates for permanent appointment to prevent 
early pension or payments in case of prematuro 
death . It is at the same timo to be noted that the 
question is one of the likelihood of continuous effec 
tive service , and that rejection of a candidate need 
not be advised on account of the presence of a defect 
which in only a small proportion of cases is found 

to interfere with continuous effective service. 
A lady doctor will be co- opted as a member of the Medi 

cal Board whenever a woman candidate is to be 

examined . 
The report of the Medical Board should be treated as 

confidential. 
In cases where a candidate is declared unit for appoint 

ment in the Government service the grounds for 
rejection may be communicated to the candidate in 
broad terms without giving minuto details regarding 

the defects pointed out by the Medical Board . 
In cases where a Medical Board considers that a minor 

disability disqualifying a candidato for Government 
service can be cured by treatment (medical or surgi 
cal ) a statement to that effect should be recorded by 
the Medical Board . There is no objection to a candi 
date being informed of the Board s opinion to this 
effect by the appointing authority and when a cure 
has been effected it will be open to the authority 

concerned to ask for another Medical Board . 
In the case of candidates who are to be declared Tempo 
tarily Unfit the period specified for re - examination should 
not ordinarily exceed six months at the maximum , On re 
oxamination after the specified period theso candidates, should 
not be declared temporarily unfit for a further period but a 
final decision to regard to their fitness for appointment or 
otberwise should be given ,
